REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 

EOE ie©4. 

As Read and Adopted at the Annual Meeting, Monday, 
February i8th, 1895. 


f HE Council of the Zoological and Acclimatisation Society 
of Victoria have the honour to lay their Thirty-first Annual 
Report before the Subscribers. 

d"he Council refer with regret to the death of the late Dr. 
Thomas Black, of “ Cintra,” St. Kilda, which took place in 
September last; he was not only one of the founders of the Society 
and its President for many years, but he ever took a deep and 
genuine interest in its progress. 

The Council regret that they cannot present a more 
satisfactory Report of the financial position of the Society. 
The receipts at the gates and the takings of the Elephant 
during the past year amounted to -C '^535 is. lod., being an 
increase of iis. 5d. on the amount received from the 

same source during 1893—subscriptions in the same period 
showing a slight decrease. The falling off in revenue since the 
year 1889 has been very serious. In that year the Gate and 
Elephant receipts amounted to £ 2936 3s. 6d., and the subscriptions 
then were also about ^250 in excess of what they were last year. 
This state of affairs shows how severely the funds of the Society 
have suffered from the altered state of things in the colony, as the 
Gardens are in excellent order, and really more beautiful and 
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interesting than they were in 1889. During the past year the 
Gardens have been managed as previously with the utmost economy, 
and necessarily no new works of importance have been undertaken ; 
but of course the present buildings and enclosures have been 
carefully and economically maintained. 

A few small and necessary additions to the buildings, &c., 
have been made by the Society’s staff, involving but a small outlay. 
They consist of several small and pretty houses in enclosures where 
they were much required. A second enclosure has been made for the 
Tree-climbing Kangaroos, surrounding a large gum-tree: it is 
satisfactory to report that they have proved to be hardier than was 
at first supposed, as they were in the open all last winter, and 
remained in good health, nor did they appear to suffer from the 
cold. 


Some Indian Adjutants, Wild Boars, and Antelope, were recently 
received from the Zoological Gardens of Calcutta; and a few 
animals have been received from other countries. The Director is 
now collecting native animals of interest, which it is intended to 
exchange with other similar institutions in Europe for animals that 
are required here. 

The Gardens have been kept in their usual high state of order, 
and many visitors from England and the Continent have 
expressed admiration and surprise, both as to the healthy 
appearance of the Zoological collection and the beauty of the 
grounds. 

The Government Grant last year was the same as in 1893, 
viz., ^*3500 ; and it may be noted that the attendance of the public 
on Sundays, the free day, continues to be enormous, and shows 
no sign of diminution.

The Council are pleased to know that their labours in the 
cause of Pisciculture have been rewarded with success, as is 
evidenced by the frequent capture of English Trout in many of the 
streams of the colony. At Woodend trout weighing up to 61 bs. are 
constantly caught ; and in the Taggerty, the Watts, the Campaspe, 
and the Coliban and other rivers, they are well established. The 
Council would hope that the residents living near any of these 
streams will see that they are not unfairly destroyed out of season, 
or netted, poached or destroyed with dynamite during the fishing 
season. The Council note with pleasure that Sir Samuel Wilson 
continues his valuable and unselfish efforts in the same direction, 
the trout ponds at Ercildoune being in full working order. 

The Council beg to record their high appreciation of the services 
rendered to the Society by the retiring President, the Hon. R. W. 
Best, M.P., and the Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Ronald McLachlan, and 
to add how highly they recognise the great care evinced by the 
Directors, and their devotion to the interests of the Society; and, 
further, to record their appreciation of the efforts of the other officers 
and employes. 

The Council also desire to tender their thanks to Mr, 
W. T. Kendall, Hon. Veterinary Surgeon to the Society, for 
his attendance to its interests when required. 

The accounts for the past year have been duly audited by 
Messrs. Langton and Turner, and the Balance-sheets -wdll be 
published in the Society’s Proceedings. 

Mr. Officer stated, in moving the adoption of the Report, that he 
was glad to see a slight improvement in the receipts for the last 
year, and hoped that this might indicate that the corner was turned, 
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and that better times were coming. The Gardens were carefully 
and economically managed, and he was sure that Mr. Le Souef 
would be able to give a good account of them at the end of the 
present year. 

The President, the Hon. R, W. Best, M.P., said that he had 
great pleasure in nominating the Hon. R. D. Reid, M.P., for the 
position of President for the ensuing year. He had known Mr. 
Reid for a considerable time, and he was sure that he would do all 
that lay in his power to advance the best interests of the Society. 
There being no other nomination, the Hon. R. D, Reid was 
unanimously elected President for the ensuing year. 

Major Purchas had much pleasure in proposing the Hon. R. W. 
Best, M.P,, and Colonel Rede as Vice-Presidents for the ensuing 
year. They were elected unanimously. Major Purchas desired to 
add, on behalf of the Council, that he was sure the Hon. Mr. 
Best had often attended the meetings at great personal inconvenience, 
and he also felt that he had been very helpful to the interests of the 
Society during the term of his presidency. 

Mr. Best thanked Major Purchas and the Council for their kind 
expressions. He had been able to be of assistance in the matter of 
the Society’s grant, and he would do all that lay in his power in the 
same direction in the future, as he felt that if the Gardens were to 
be maintained at their present standard, it would be absolutely 
necessary that the present income should not be curtailed. He felt 
that the Society was doing good work, and he would help it by 
every means in his power. 

Colonel Rede also thanked the Council for electing him as one 
of the Vice-Presidents. He would always use his best endeavours 
for the Society, in which he took a deep interest. 

On the motion of Mr. Tyler, Mr. G. W. Bruce was unanimously 
elected the Hon. Treasurer of the Society. Messrs. F. R. Godfrey, 
G. W. Bruce, and Mr. S. P. Reynolds being the three members 
who had attended the fewest meetings during the past year, retired, 
but were unanimously re-elected members of the Council on the 
motion of Mr. H, R. Hogg. 

The meeting then closed. 
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REGULATIONS 

MADE BY THE COUNCIL OF THE 


ZOOLOGICAL & ACCLIMATISATION SOCIETY 


Pursuant to the Zoological and Acclimatisation Society Incorporation Act 
No. 794, 1884, Section 8, and approved hy the Governor in Council. 


1. Memhership. —A subscriber of ten shillings and sixpence annually shall be a 
member of the society, and shall be entitled to a member’s ticket admitting 
himself and one lady, or two children to the garden. A subscriber of one 
guinea annually shall be entitled to a family ticket to admit himself and family 
to the garden. The financial year terminates 31st December. And a contributor 
of ten guineas or upwards in one sum shall be a life member of the society, and 
shall have the same privileges as the holder of a family ticket. Any person who 
has rendered special services to the society may be elected an honorary member 
by the council, and shall have the same privileges as the holder of a family 
ticket. Members of the council of the society and the directors have power to 
admit visitors to the colony free of charge to the garden. 

2. Election of council. —At the annual meeting to be held in the month of 
February, 1885, nine members, comprising the whole of the elected members of 
the council, shall be elected by ballot, and thereafter the president, vice- 
presidents, and treasurer shall annually retire from office, and also three other 
members of council (namely those who have attended the fewest meetings of the 
council since their appointment) shall retire annually, but shall be eligible for 
re-election, subject to Regulation No. 9. 

3. Vacancy in council, how supplied. —In the case of a vacancy occurring by the 
death, resignation, or non-attendance of any member of the council for a period 
of two months, without leave of the council, the remaining members shall, in due 
course, appoint another member of the society to be a member of the council in 
the place and stead of the member who shall so die, resign or absent himself; 
but such new member shall be nominated at an ordinary meeting of the council 
prior to the meeting at which he is elected. 

4. Council to fill up vacancies. —In case of a vacancy occurring by the death or 
resignation of the president, vice-president, or honorary treasurer, the council 
may appoint from amongst themselves, or the other members of the society, a 
person to fill the vacancy so occurring, and the person elected shall hold office 
only until the next annual meeting, but shall be eligible for re-election for the 
subsequent year. Provided that such vacancy shall not be filled up unless seven 
days' notice in writing shall have been sent to each member of the council, 
stating the vacancies which it is proposed to fill up. 
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5- EUf^ihility of members of fowHc;/.—No person shall be eligible as a member of 
council un’ess he be a subscriber to the funds of the society of at least one guinea 
per annum, and any member of council whose subscription shall be in arrear for 
three months after his subscription is payable shall cease to be a member of 
council. Provided that this rule shall not apply to persons who may have 
become life-members of the society, by a payment of ten guineas, or who may be 
honorary members of the society: and provided also that a month’s notice in 
writing shall be sent to the member so in arrear before his place can be filled up. 

6 . Meetings of council.—The council shall meet at least once a month three 
members to form a quorum, and transact the business of the society. And the 
director shall have power to call a special meeting of the council whenever 
occasion may req' ire. 


7. AUnuUs of proceedings.- Minutes shall be made in books kept for the purpose 
of all proceedings at general meetings of the members, and minutes shall also be 
made of the proceedings of the council at their general and special meetings, and 
of the names of the members attending the same, and such minutes shall be open 
to inspection by any member of the society at all reasonable times. 


8. Moneys to he paid to ireasurer.—AW subscriptions and other moneys received 
on account of the society shall be paid to the treasurer, or some person authorised 
by him who shall place the same in a bank, to be named by the council, to the 
credit of the society; and no sum shall be paid on account of the society until 
the same shall have been ordered by the council, and such order be duly entered 
in the book of the proceedings of the council, and all cheques shall be signed by 
the treasurer as such, and be countersigned by the president or one of the vice- 
presidents, and by the director. 


9 . Annual meeting.~hr\ annual meeting of members shall be held in the month 
of February in each year, and the council shall report their proceedings during 
the past year, and shall produce their accounts duly audited for publication ; and 
the meeting shall elect by ballot the office-bearers for the ensuing year, and fill up 
any vacancy which may exist in the council; Provided that no person shall hold 
the office of president or vice-president for two years successively. 


10. Medals. - No medal of the society shall be awarded to any person except by 
the vote pf at least seven members of council, present at a council meeting, and 
after notice of motion for awarding such medal shall have been given at the next 
preceding meeting of the council. 

_ii. Time of garden's opening and closing.—The gardens are open from half-past 
nine a.m. till half-past four p.m. in winter, and six p.m. in summer, exceot on 
Sundays, when the gates are not opened until half-past one p.m. 

12. Dogs not allowed in gardens. —Visitors are not allowed to bring dogs into the 
gardens. penalty of two pounds is imposed for an offence against this 
regulation, in addition to which the owner of any dog found in the gardens will 
be held responsible for any damage done by such dog. 

13. Visitors are especially prohibited from teasing or disturbing 
the animals or birds ; also from interrupting the workmen by conversation or 
othervyise ; also from leaving bottles, broken glass, or crockery, paper, or litter of 
any kind in the gardens ; from lighting any fire therein; from posting any bills 
on the fences, houses, or trees; and from playing cricket, football, or other 
games within the gardens. A penalty of ten shillings is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 
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14. Children, unprotected, not allowed in gardens. —Children under twelve years of 
age will not be allowed within the gardens unless with a parent or other adult, 
and if found therein may be expelled therefrom. 


15. Prohibitions. —Walking across the shrubberies or flower borders, pulling 
flowers or branches from the plants, shrubs, or trees ; standing upon or climbing 
over any of the fences, climbing trees or bird-nesting, cutting names or letters or 
marks of any kind, or writing on any of the seats, or trees or fences, or any 
building erected for the accommodation of the public, are strictly prohibited. A 
penalty of ten shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

16. Entrance except by gate prohibited. —Entering the gardens by combing over 
the fences or by any gate other than the one by which the public are admitted, or 
without having paid the charge for admission, or entering into those parts of the 
grounds which are specially closed for plantation, or other purposes, is strictly 
prohibited. A penalty of not less than twenty shillings is imposed for an offence 
against this regulation. 

17. Smoking prohibited. —Smoking in the summer time, at such times as may 
seem necessary to the directors for the safety of the gardens and the property 
therein, is prohibited, and at such times notices to that effect will be posted at the 
gates. A penalty of five shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 


18. Expulsion on misbehaviour. —Any person found in a state of intoxication, or 
behaving in a disorderly manner, or creating or taking part in any disturbance, 
or committing any act of indecency, or swearing or using bad language, or 
committing a breach of any of the above regulations, may be forthwith removed 
from the gardens, and any member of the society so misbehaving shall cease to 
be a member. 

19. Preaching or public harangues, whereby a crowd is collected within the 
gardens, or on the grounds under the control of the council of the society, are 
strictly forbidden. A penalty of five pounds is imposed for an offence against 
this regulation. 

20. No person shall be permitted, without the permission of the council, to 
carry on any traffic whatsoever, or distribute handbills in the gardens. A penalty 
of twenty shillings is imposed for an offence against this regulation. 

21. No musical band or other instrumental or vocal performers shall be 
permitted to perform in the gardens, unless with the express permission of the 
directors. A penalty of two pounds is imposed for an offence against this 
regulation, 

22. Charges for admission. —Admission to the gardens is free on Sundays. On 
Mondays non-subscribers will be admitted on payment of one shililng for each 
adult and sixpence for each child under twelve years of age, but the society shall 
have power to charge one shilling for each adult and sixpence for each child 
under twelve years of age on any day (Sunday excepted) that an instrumental 
concert may be given in the gardens. On all other days of the week non¬ 
subscribers will be admitted on payment of sixpence for each adult and three¬ 
pence for each child under twelve years of age. State and other schools will be 
admitted to the gardens on application to the director at half the usual entrance 
fees. Members of the society admitted free. 

23. Repeal of pre-existing rules. —All rules and regulations of the society in force 
prior to its incorporation and up to the date of these regulations coming into 
effect are hereby repealed.
